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RESEARCH & DEVELOPMENT UNDERWAY
Volunteers Lend Expertise to Pentagon Memorial Effort

In early October, Pentagon Memorial concept designers
Julie Beckman and Keith Kaseman began working with Centex
Lee, the contractor selected to build the Pentagon Memorial.
While utility and geotechnical survey work began in the field,
the design team’s initial activities consist of research and
development related to the cast metal Memorial Units, the
stabilized gravel that will support both the Memorial Units and
the park’s trees, and the unique finish of the Unit’s seating
surface.

An extremely high level of coordination, research and
development is required for the production of the Memorial Unit.
The distinct features of the unit are unprecedented in a Memorial
Park setting  and to address these issues, the Centex Lee team
sought experts in material sciences and engineering, corrosion,
and metals.

To date, a dozen experts have contributed their time
and expertise in reviewing the park design and considering
performance criteria developed by the design team. The team
was fortunate to find a significant and generous source of local
expertise in the University of Virginia’s Department of Materials
Science and Engineering. Dr. Edgar A. Starke, the Earnest
Jackson Oglesby Professor of Science and Professor of
Engineering, coordinated a meeting held in Charlottesville.  Dr.
Robert G. Kelly, Co-Director of the Center for Electrochemical
Science and Engineering was a key participant. The results of
this working meeting and ongoing research into the Memorial
Units and related issues will play a critical role in design
development.
